T he discrepancy between gnesseg » boot the 
rise in the cost of living is more evidence 
that figures don't He, hut liars do figure. 
There is no such thing as an absolute cost 
of living. At the most, all that can be complied 
1« an index of the rise and fall in prjces of cer­ 
tain things offered for sale 
Labor organizations agitating for higher wage« 
want to make the rise seem a« high a« possible. 
By the same token, employers refrain from pad­ 
ding their figures, because they hope to stabilize 
labor costs. 
Millions of Americans with no ax es to grind 
but w'ith ends to make meet know that the cost 
of living Is subject to ex treme variations. For 
Instance, labor union flgurers Included 
black 
markets in their estimates during OPA, Most 
citizens did not patronize the black market. The 
price of butter Is up a little. A few weeks ago it 
was lower, but there was no butter. By adding 
the cost of butter to a price index today, a fig- ^ 
urer can show an increase In the percentage rise ' 
of his cost of living. But the fact is that few 
persons bought hutter when it was high, so the 
price came down. 


The cost of living is determined hy individuals, 
not statisticians. Disabled war veterans, widows 
and retired workers living on pensions know 
more about the cost of living than all the statisti­ 
cians. 


If wage rates ever were geared permanently to 
the ‘*coBt of living”, then It would be reasonable 
to ex pect the relationship would be continued 
when the cost of living declined. Nothing is 
further from the thoughts of those who would 
like to boost wage rates upward from month to 
month. They want to keep the economic puppy 
« 0 busy chasing its own tall there will be no 
time to notice that the real source of Inflation Is 
the notion that prices and wages can go up, up 
and up everlasting, without ever coming down. 


If American production Is given a fair chance 
to catch up to demand, prices will come down 
without robbing wages of any more of theii buy­ 
ing power.

'r'H E typhoid fever death rate In 
I 
the United States has dropped 
99 per cent since the turn of the 
century, report the statisticians of 
the 
Metropolitan 
Life 
Insurance 
Co. In 1900 the typhoid death rate 
was 
more than 30 per loo.oon, 
whereas in 1944 It was down to 
0.4. 
The statisticians point out that 
brilliant progress also has been 
made in reducing the number of 
typhoid fever cases. AA'hereas only 
10 years ago there were well over 
20,000 caaes a year, there are now 
only about 5,000 annually, a de­ 
crease of 75 per cent.

quered hy a variety of measures, 
such as the installation of sewer 
systems, the supervision of typhoid 
carriers, the inspection of food sup­ 
plies, the ex aminetlon of food han­ 
dlers. anti-typhoid inoculation, the 
adoption of lential water supplies, 
and above all, filtration and chlor­ 
ination of these » upplies.

citizens did not patronize the black market. The 
price of butter Is up a little. A few weeks ago It 
was lower, but there was no butter. By adding 
the cost of butter to a price Index today, a fig­ 
u rer can show an Increase In the percentage rise 
of his cost of living. But the fact la that few 
persons bought butter when It was high. so the 
price came down. 


The cost of living is determined by individuals, 
not statisticians. Disabled war veterans, widows 
and retired workers living on pensions know 
more about the cost of living than all the statisti­ 
cians. 


If wage rates ever were geared perm anently to 
the Mcost of living**, then it would be reasonable 
to expect the relationship would be continued 
when the cost of living declined. Nothing Is 
further from the thoughts of those who would 
like to boost wage rates upward from m onth to 
month. They want to keep th* economic puppy 
so busy chasing Its own tall there win he no 
tim* to notice that the real source of inflation Is 
the notion that prices and wages can go up. up 
and up everlasting, without evsr coming down. 


If American production Is given a fair chance 
to catch up to demand, prices will come down 
without robbing wages of any more of their buy- 
ing power.

demonstrated by the price control issue, it is th# 
power to produce a law out of the (liability of 
Congress to reach agreem ent on the term s of a 
proposed law. 
There is nothing inherently wrong with the 
conference committee as a device for reconciling 
differences, hut when it becomes a device for 
producing legislation that the House and Senate 
have not been able l o produce, it is time to won­ 
der whether a legislative appendage is not wag­ 
ging the dog, with the dog’s consent.

The statisticians point out that 
brilliant progress also

W hereas only 
IO years ago there were well over 
30.000 cases a year, there are now 
only about 5.000 annually, a de­ 
crease of 75 per cent.

such as the Installation of sewer 
systems, the supervision of typhoid 
carriers, the Inspection of food sup­ 
plies, the examination of food han­ 
dlers. anti typhoid inoculation, the 
adoption of t sutta! water supplies, 
and above all, filtration and chlor­ 
ination of these supplies.

monkeys

crop s. 
Cou ntless generations of p iou s 
Hindu s have revered monkeys as 
descendants of Hanu man, the god 
of strength, and p atiently have e n ­ 
du red their destru ctive raids u p on 
growing crop s, considering it sin­ 
fu l to raise a violent hand against 
the marau ders. 
A corresp ondent p recip itated the 
statem ent with a rem ark that his 
u ncle kep t monkeys ou t of his 


fields at night by stringing u p j 
electric lights to frighten them 
He asked whether this shou ld not 
be recommended Instead of execu *^ 
tion. Gandhi retorted: "That wou ld 
be violence in the name of non-' 
violence" 
lie follnm’ed throu gh with an ar­ 
ticle in his weekly newsp ap er The 
H arljan in which he wrote that the 
electric lighting p lan wou ld enable 
the farm er who cou ld afford the 
equ ip ment to save his crop s at thei 
exp ense of less p rosp erou s neigh-! 
bors, who wou ld have all the more 
monkeys with which to cop e. He 
contended this wou ld be no more 
nonviolent than to throw refu se 
into a neighbor’s yard. 


'i f we mu st save society as well 
as ou rselves from the mischief of 
monkeys and the like." he said, 
"we have to kill them." 
The veneration of monkeys has 
been Interwoven closely with the 
Hindu religion for so long that it 
generaliy is believed it will be 
long before there is any noticeable 
Increase In the killing of them, de­ 
sp ite the w'ord of su ch an honored 
man as GandhL 
Devou t Hindu s share their small 
food su p p lies with the monkeys, 
and a dead monkev m erits a Hra- 
manigal fu neral. The little animals 
are allowed to shelter in dsrk-cor- 
rldored Hindu temp les. 
Althou gh the Hindu venerates 


the iBonkey, he dreads its attacks 
on crop s and has comp lained bitter­ 
ly of these losses. Yet veneration 
was so strong th at he wou ld env 
p loy only bloodless devices of con 
troi—mostly trtp p ing the monkeys 
in nets or skilled throwing of a 
noose, then transp ort them to some 
distant p lace. This m eant only that 
the monkeys wou ld p ester someone 
else. 
Hindu mythology says that Hanu ­ 
man, a giant ap e, attained godhood 
after he help ed Rama, a great Hin­ 
du god, to recover his abdu cted 
wife from the island of Ceylon, The 
story is that Hanu man and an army 
of monkeys drop p ed granite blocks 
into the gu lf of Manar, creating a 
chain of island ''» tep p ingstones" 
which enabled Rama’s conqu ering 
army to reach Ceylon.
